Wynn Jones reading 
froma the record reminded defendant 
that in 1927 ho had received 10 
strokes for ldrcony. Tn the follow- 
ing year he had been fined. 85 for 
street gambling. In 1928 ho also 
had s ‘conviction for burglary ond 
was sent to prison for five months, 
In tho following! Year he. was ‘sent 
to prison for six'months and in 1020 
and 1931 ha went to prison for six 
months in each year. Ho was Iast 
discharged from prison on June 3 
this year when he had completed an 
sighs months’ sentence for burglary. 


A Bad Picture. 


My. Wynne Jones asked the de- 
fendant if it was not correct that ho 
had spent 34 out’ of past 51 months 
in prison. Defendant replied in the 
affirmative. After sentence had 
been passed Mr. Wynne Jones, ad- 
dressing defendant’ said:—'' I sug- 
gest to you thht you are not really 
clever. ‘You hnzve been caught no’ 
less than six times, T'advise you to 
give this up.” : : 

The defendant was orieinnaly in- 
tended for committal to the Crimin- 
al Sessions, but the complainant, an 
Indian shop- keeper, had indicated 
to the police thnt he-wanted to go 
to Japan and would liko his goods 
back. The police, knowing: that the 
goods would be wanted by the court 
as exhibits in the event of a com- 
mittal, asked Mr. Wynne Jones to 
try the case summarily. 

Mr, Wynne Jones, while strongly 
inclined to commit the defendant 
because the charges amounted to 
burglary and housebreaking, ahid ho 
must consider the compluinant’s 
position and as ha did not want the 
complainant to‘auffer any additional 


loss, he airs to try the case aum- 
marily.
